Hast night at his home. He had 
“}been in failing health since May 
-}of 1971 when he underwent 

| surgery for cancer of the throat. 

A memorial service will be 
held at the First Baptist Church 
in Pittsfield Saturday afternoon 
at 3. Cremation will follow. 
There will be no calling hours 
and in lieu of flowers, contribu- 
tions may be made to the Don- 
ald B. Miller Memorial Fund, 
which will be’ used for the fur- 
ther development of Springside 
Park. 

Not one for the limelight, Mr. 
Miller. tried hard to keep his 
own name out of print while at 
the same time encouraging 
members of the Eagle staff to 
get all the news they could 
about others. 

A close reader of the paper, 
he was especially quick to spot 
the omission of a vital fact from 
a story. ‘Why didn’t we tell

Curiosity inherited 

His- curiosity was inherited

Reading 
about a certain political hopeful 
being “urged to run’”’ for office, 
the elder Miller once asked, 
“Aren’t we going to publish the 
names of those who are urging 
him?” 

Also inherited from his father, 
was an insatiable interest in the 
conservation of natural re- 
sources. He was an ecologist

popular.

School, Mr. Miller joined The 
Eagle in 1922 shortly after re-

“Pete gets upset that he can’t 
put out the New York Times,’ 
he told Newsweek. “Actually we 
publish a much better paper 
than we should.” 


Gave Springside 


Donald B. Miller’s interest in 
conservation, public parks and 
forests resulted in his commit: 
ting The Eagle to a policy of 
promoting these causes through 
its news and editorial pages. 
and also to using his personal 
funds to purchase land for pub- 
lie use. He joined with his broth- 
er early in a major gift of land 
for Pittsfield’s Springside Park, 
begun by«their father, and also 
gavectracts for city beaches, for 
the YMCA’s lakeshore site, and 
for various parks and play- 
grounds. 

Mr. ,Miller.. regarded. park 
preservation as a sacred princi- 
ple, so much so that he was 
willing to withstand critical 
barbs and insults rather than let 
parkland go for nonpark use, 
however worthy. 

Springside is a good example. 
In 1939, he and his brother pur- 
chased the former Stevens farm 
of 74 acrés contiguous on two 
sides to the original 124% acres 
bought and deeded to the city

for park purposes by their late 
father. In tribute to him, they 
deeded this tract to the city on 
the proviso ‘that the city would 
purchase another 36 undevel- 
oped acres immediately to the 
north and east, to be made a 
part of Springside Park. Known 
as the Anna Wilde Pierce lot 
and used for years as a cow 
pasture, the property was 
bought by the city for the mod- 
est sum of $2,500. 


Chosen for school 


In 1950 the city embarked on 
a comprehensive plan to build 
two junior high schools and 
three elementary schools. The 
site chosen for one of the junior 
highs was Springside Park. As 
donors of the bulk of the park 
acreage, the Millers were con- 
sulted on their feelings. ‘‘With 
the greatest reluctance,” they 
agreed to the use of 20 or 25 
acres of the park for a school 
site providing the city would 
compensate by purchasing 38 
acres of undeveloped land to the 
north and east. The city agreed. 
Since then the commission that 
built Taconic High School, and 
the present Community School 
Commission, have sought big 
chunks of Springside as school 
sites but in vain. Donald B. Mill- 
er contended that Pittsfield is 
as worthy of a centrally located 
park as Springfield with her 
Forest Park, Albany with Lin- 
coln and Washington parks, 
Worcester with Elm Park, 
Greenfield with Veterans Memo- 
rial Park, and Brattleboro, Vt. 
with Living Memorial Park — 
all with extensive acreage. 


‘No such necessity’ 


Donald B. Miller’s philosophy 
on parks was well expressed in 
a letter which he sent in July 
1964, to then Mayor Robert B. 
Dillon, who was hopeful that 
part of Springside could be used 
as a high schoo] site. He wrote 
in part: ‘‘Would anything be left 
of Boston’s Common or New 
York’s Central Park if their 
acreage were nibbled away in 
the name of ‘free land,’ whenev- 
er those cities needed land for 
some municipal facility? The 
pressure for underground park- 
ing and additional service facili- 
ties gnaws away at the concept 
of open green space in an urban 
setting. In many metropolitan 
instances, physical necessity 
has required compromise. No 
such necessity prevails here.’’ 

Persons, including some mem, 


who weren’t too familiar with 
the background of Springside 
Park were quick to assail the 
Millers and The Eagle during 
the parkland controversy. 

Acting as an ‘‘unpaid real-es- 
tate man for the public,” Mr. 
Miller for more than two dec- 
ades acquired parcels of land 
all over the Berkshires against 
the day when town, city or state 
would want public acreage. He 
then sold the land for what it 
cost him.

The activity of the Millers in 
acquiring land once prompted 
the late Mayor James Fallon of 
Pittsfield, who was addicted to 
counting municipal pennies, to 
state that ‘‘somebody had better 
stop those Millers, or else we’ll 
have a park down the middle of 
North Street.” 


Enlisted others 


Donald B. Miller also cajoled 
others into leaving property in 
their wills, giving it outright, or 
helping to buy it for the public. 
With this approach, plus his 
own gifts and acquisitions, he 
provided land for Pittsfield’s 
airport, sites for junior high 
schools, additional land for the 
East Street senior high, an ex- 
pansion of Pittsfield State For- 
est by thousands of acres, and 
development of the state forest 
on October Mountain into the 
state’s biggest (14,000 acres). 


In one of his expansive land- 
acquisition programs, Mr. Miller 
spent years assembling parcels 
on Mt. Greylock that he hoped 
the state would add to the Grey- 


‘lock Reservation. He started 


buying in 1955 through the 
Eagle Street Realty Trust, in 
which he and his brother were the 
principals, 


Purchases included a New 
Ashford tract of more than 1,000 
acres of cut-over timberland, 
acreage in Cheshire, and all the 
available land on both sides of a 
four-mile stretch of the Rock- 
well Road in Lanesboro. In 1967 
the realty trust resold the Grey- 
lock holdings, some 2,000 acres, 
to the state at cost. 


It was the first addition of 
land to the Greylock Reserva- 
tion in 30 years. While the Grey- 
lock land assembly was pro- 
ceeding, Donald B. Miller per- 
sonally bought parcels of anoth- 
er Berkshire highland tract, 
Perry’s Peak in Richmond. In 
February of 1968, he gave those 
holdings, some 60 acres, to the 
town of Richmond under a Con- 
servation Commission trustee- 
ship. 


Founded council 


Neither Greylock nor his own 
town of Richmond surpassed the 
interest Mr. Miller gave during 
1966 and 1967 to the idea of a 
broadly based new organization 
devoted to preserving ‘‘an envi- 
ronment of quality” in the Berk- 
shires and promoting wise use 
of natural’ resources. He was 
founder and first president of 
the Berkshire Natural Re- 
sources Council, which in turn 
was responsible for establishing 
the Berkshire County Land 
Trust and Conservation Fund. He 
gave the first gift of land to the 
trust, some 30 acres of Rich- 
mond woodlands. 


‘Mr. Miller served for a time 
on Pittsfield’s Park Commis- 
sion, leaving it for Navy service 
during World War II. His tour 
included duty in the Pacific and 
he was separated from the ser- 
vice as a lieutenant commander. 


He held a major public post 
for 10 years, serving as one of 


' five members of the state’s 


Board of Natural Resources, 
which establishes policies on 
state parks and forests and on 
conservation in general. Com- 
menting on his appointment to 
the Natural Resources Board, 
the Boston Herald said: ‘He 
has been responsible, more, than 
anyone else, for the city of 
Pittsfield acquiring land for 
parks and recreational develop- 
ment - which otherwise might 
have been exploited for less de- 
sirable purposes.” 


‘One of the best’ 


Raymond J. Kenney, director 
of forestry in the Department of 
Natural Resources, in comment- 
ing in 1954 on the acquisition of 
125 acres along the summit of 
Lebanon Mountain from Mr. 
Miller at cost said ‘the is one of 
the best friends conservation in 


Massachusetts has ever had.” 


Congressman Silvio O. Conte, 
then a state senator, applauded 
the transaction, stating that Mr. 
Miller, by his foresight, had 
prevented ‘‘beer joints’? and 
roadside stands from sproutir .

_Not all agreed, however, espe- 
cially two Pittsfield business- 
men who had hoped to acquire 
the land and build a restaurant 
where the scenic turnoff is now, 
just over the crest of the moun- 
tain. In conversations with close 
friends years later, Mr. Miller 
said that he had incurred the 
permanent enmity of the two 
men. 


Given state award 


In 1963, the Massachusetts 
Trustees of Reservations, a pri- 
vately financed organization 
which preserves and operates 
historic and scenic properties, 
gave Mr. Miller its annual 
award for outstanding service in 
conservation. Previous notable 
recipients included Robert 
Moses and Sen. Leverett Salton- 
stall. 


Community beautification was 
another Donald Miller forte. He 
steered The Eagle into many 
improvements directly, and en- 
couraged staff members to work 
on city and town commissions 
in such fields as shade trees, 
conservation and planning. 


The newspaper on two occa- 
sions was owner or co-owner of 
a tree farm that made saplings 
available at low cost. It also 
has run a number of competi- 
tions to stir interest in good 
lawns and improvements in 
landscaping, especially where 
visible from the road. 


Mr. Miller’s love of woodlands 
was expressed in his: devotion of 
most of his free time to his 
property in Richmond.

Developed property 


For about 15 years preceding 
his illness, his favorite avoca- 
tion was jeeping around his 
woodroads (he owned three 
beat-up jeeps at one point) ei- 
ther alone or with anyone else 
he could persuade to go along. 
The property includes at least 
10 miles of jeep roads, most of 
them cut by himself, but with a 


good deal of labor contributed 
by his neighbor, Roger B. Lin- 
scott, Eagle editorial writer, 
and by his wife, Rhoda. 

He also planted thousands of 
trees (mostly red pines) and for 
many years spent a lot of time 
with Linscott pruning and thin- 
ning them. 

One measure of his fondness 
for his Richmond acres was his 
notorious distaste for traveling. 
On the occasions when he did 
leave the place for an extended 
period, he was likely ‘o find an 


excuse for cutting the trip short 
so that he could get back home. 

Until his illness he was an in- 
yeterate bridge player. | Never 
in the expert category — he 
didn’t take it that seriously — 
he had a real card sense and 
was particularly adept at psych- 
ing his opponents. He also was 
a past master at backgammon, 
gin rummy and poker. 


Active in promotion 


Mr. Miller was an original 
member of a five-man commit- 
tee of the Fund for Preservation 
of Wildlife and Natural Areas, a 
foundation sponsored by the 
Boston Safe Deposit & Trust Co. 
He also was a vice president of 
the Massachusetts Forests and 
Parks Association. 

In other civic activities, he 
worked closely with the Berk- 
shire Hills Conference, the coun- 
tywide tourist-promotion agency, 
and with the Pittsfield Industrial 
Development Co. and successor 
organizations. He was a former 
president of the Conference and 
former vice president of the PID 
whieh, during the 1930s and 1940s 
brought new industries to Pitts- 
field and helped finance them. He 
also was a vice president of the 
corporation that developed what 
became  Pittsfield’s municipal 
airport and he was a former 
member of the board of direc- 
tors of the Berkshire Bank and 
‘Trust Co. 

Extending an inherited family 
interest, Mr. Miller in 1930 led a 
group that acquired some of the 
architecturally unique buildings 
of the old Shaker settlement at 
New Lebanon, N.Y. The struc- 
tures were preserved and 
turned to education uses at to- 
day’s Darrow School, which en- 
rolls 190 students; Mr. Miller was 
a Darrow trustee. 


Aided Shaker projects 


He also was on the board of 
the Shaker Museum, Old Chat- 
ham, N.Y. and was an incorpora- 
tor of Shaker Community, Inc.,

nation. 


He was one of the early back- 
ers of skiing in the Berkshires 
personally and financially, and 
helped promote the sport into a 
major winter industry in the 
area. For a time he was a 
treasurer of the Pittsfield base- 
ball club in the Canadian-Ameri- 
can League. 


Entered radio field 


After World War Il, Mr. Mill- 
er and his brother Lawrence 


’ carried out a long-standing plazt 


to enter radio proadcasting. 
They formed the Western Mas- 
sachusetts Broadcasting Co. and 
in March, 1947, their new sta- 
tion WBEC went on. the air in 
Pittsfield. The station, was sold 
in the spring of 1961. 

In 196¢ the Miller brothers 
purchased the Bennington (Vt.) 
Banner and in 1961 converted 
the Banner to the offset-lithog- 
raphy printing process. It was 
the first daily paper in New 
England to change to offset. 
Later they also acquired the 
Brattleboro (Vt.) Reformer and 


the Torrington (Conn.) Register. 


Mr. Miller is survived by his 
wife, the former Rhoda H. Ras- 
mus of Pittsfield, his brother 
and a sister, Mrs. John Burbank 
of Pittsfield.

‘pre-empt possible school sites

The chairman of the School 
Building Needs Commission has 
asked the city to be careful 
about designating as parkland 
open areas that could be sites 
for future schools. 

In a letter to Mayor Donald 

Butler, with copies going to 
Supt. of Schools Thomas J. 
Whalen and School Committee 
Chairman James Collins, Mrs. 
| Anne E.. Wojtkowski has_ in- 
‘formed ithe officials that her 
‘» commission has had its eye on 
i two sites recently proposed for 
park designation. 

One sité is the city-owned for- 
mer pumping station grounds on 
Pomeroy Avenue and the other 
is the former Burgner farm, 
now owned by the Berkshire 


Medical Center. 

‘Mrs. Wojtkowski said it is her 
“emphatic concern’”’ that desig- 
nation. of the areas as parks 
could. create future legislative 
entanglements for their use as 
school sites. 

“Both properties have been 
pinpointed by the SBNC as ones 
which offer special advantages 
in location, size and economy 
for future school sites,” “she 
said. 

Mrs. Wojtkowski suggested 
that the pumping. station 
grounds be retained under the 
custodianship of the Conserva- 
tion Commission. ‘Obviously, 
the SBNC would have no objec- 
tion to use of the property by 
the Department of. Parks: and 
Recreation or any other appro- 
priate group, until such time as

some of the property is needed 
as a school site,’’ she said. 

She warned; however, that use 
of the land as a park for 20 
years could establish it legally 
as parkland, and create legisla- 
tive problems, even if the city 
did not specifically designate 
the site to be a park. 

She said the SBNC envisions 
that the site will be used some 


day as a combination school 


and recreation area, ‘‘with facili- 
ty and outside areas to be uti- 
lized by the Parks and ‘Recrea- 
tion Department during off- 
school hours.”’ 

Mrs, Wojtkowski recommend- 
ed that before any final decision 
is made on the suitability of the 
Pomeroy Avenue Jand for a 
school, a soil survey be done on 
the site to. determine whether it 
is so “undermined with water’ 
that it would not be practical to 
build a school there.

Should Be Built on Rice Site 


City Councilman Philip J.” 
Tully Jr. last night reiterated 
his opposition to taking Spring- 
side Park land for a community 
school. 


Tully, also a member of the 
Community School Commission, 
said he would like to see “every 
effort made’ to place the new 
school within the heart of the 
Rice School district. 

But’ Thomas M. Connolly, 
commission cochairman, said 
locating the proposed commun- 
ity school within the densely 
populated Morningside district 
would necessitate taking hous- 
ing. 

On the Fringe 


Tully had pointed out that 
placing the school in Springside 
would mean the neighborhood 
facility would actually be on the 
northern fringe of the district it 
was designed to serve. 

“The density of the Rice 
School district is away from the 
park,” he said. “But placing the 
school on the present Rice site 
would better serve the needs of 
the community.” 

The Ward 1 city councilman 
called on the commission to 
gather “tangible facts’ about 
alternative sites, notably the 
Rice site between Spring and 
Winter streets. 

“Somewhere along the line, 
we have to start regarding 
parkland as something to be 
preserved,” he said. 

In reply, Connolly said that 
other sites had been examined 
but that none had adequate 
acreage to meet state stand- 
ards. 


House-Taking Necessary 


The state generally requires a 
10-acre base plus one acre for 
every 100 students.

But Stay Opposed on Springside Park 


The Miller family has given 
the city permission to take 
acreage in Coolidge Park for a 
community school but has main- 
tained its opposition to any 
land-taking at Springside Park 
in the city’s Morningside sec- 
tion. 

Thomas M. Connolly, one of 
the chairmen of the Community 
School Commission, said this 
morning that an announcement 
action will be 
made to the commission tonight. 

The family’s. stand -on the 


, land-taking issue is both ia bless- 


ing and a blow to the commis- 


| sion,’ which has been hoping to

Connolly said it is time to lay

Gifts to City 


The Miller family gave sec- 
tions of both parks to the city. 
Last October, brothers Donald 
B. and Lawrence K. Miller, 
owners of The Eagle, announced 
their initial opposition to any 
land-taking at Springside. 


But they had said they might 
consider releasing the site if 
suitable ‘‘contiguous acreage’’ 
could be added to the park else- 
where. 

Following the Millers’ state- 
ment in the fail, the Community 
School Commission voted unani- 
mously to continue trying for 
the Springside site. 

However, the commission 
hasn’t been able to close a deal 
involving a three-way land swap 
to add a parcel onto the north- 
ern end of Springside to com- 
pensate for land-taking near the 
southeastern Brown Street ball 
field. 

The Millers, in the meantime, 
have urged _the commission to 
explore possible alternatives to 
the Springside site. 

‘Positive Alternative’ 


Architect, Terry F. Hallock 
will present some of these alter- 
natives to ‘the commission to- 
night. Among them are areas 
along Brown Street and another 
near Pleasant Street and the 
railroad tracks. 

However, any of those three 
alternatives, as well as a fourth 
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near Rice School, would necessi- 
tate taking houses. 

Connolly said the most posi- 
tive alternative is at the Berk- 
shire County House of Correc- 
tion on Second Street, which has 
some nine acres of grounds.

The Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture will go back into session 
Wednesday morning, aiming for 
final adjournment this Saturday 
night. ; 

Tf the legislature is serious 
about winding up this week, it 
‘could mean the death of 
hundreds of pieces of legislation 
that are tied up in committee. 
One suth casualty would be a 
bill brought in only last week 
authorizing ‘the use of Spring- 
side Park land in Pittsfield for 
school purposes. 


The measure would have a 
» difficult time in gaining passage 
over a four-day period even if 
all systems were “‘go,’” But Sen. 
Andrea F. Nuciforo, D-Pitts- 
field, » last. week expressed 
qualms, which could mean a 
scuttling of the measure for this 
session. Nuciforo’s objections — 
vague wording as to a proposed 
“swap” for parkland to be 
taken — could be corrected, but 
the question is whether there 
would be time. 


Boston tie-up 


The legislature was shooting 
for adjournment last Saturday 
but it got hung up on controver- 
sial legislation affecting Metro- 
politan Boston. . 


One such proposal deals with 
a special message from Gov. 
Sargent. He wants legislation 
that would take away a budget 
veto power now delegated to the 
advisory board of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Transit Authority. 
The board is made up of repre- 
sentatives of each of the 56 ci- 
ties and towns that have to 
make up whatever deficits the 
MBTA incurs in its operation. 
The board recently has refused 
to go along with a supplemen- 
tary budget, thereby précipitat- 
ing an imminent and deep cut in 
services. Some one million’ per- 
sons a day who use the MBTA 
and 7,000 employes are affected 
by: the cut. : 


ent, Mrs. Bertha Clark of 
Lenox, has filed for the past 
five years and which finally was 
approved in the House last 
week.

for the West Side. 

Objections raised by Sen. An- 
drea F. Nuciforo, D-Pittsfield, 
and Donald B. and Lawrence K. 
Miller, publishers of The Eagle, 
to the Springside proposal have 
made passage of that bill ex- 
tremely dubious. But there has 
been no opposition to the Cool- 
idge Park proposal. 


Filed Wednesday 


The bill calling for the use of 
Coolidge land for other than 
park purposes was filed in the 
Senate only Wednesday. It has 
been printed and, under legisla- 
tive procedures, must be given 
a hearing by the Committee on 
Local Affairs. 

Hearings on local, noncontrov- 
ersial bills can be given fast 
treatment. A hearing, for in- 
stance, could be arranged this 


afternoon, approved by the com- 
mittee, and brought in for ac- 
tion on the floors of the House 
and Senate with dispatch. 

But even so, there could be 
physical barriers if the legisla- 
ture is really intent on fina] ad- 
journment by midnight tomor- 
row. Each bill must take three 
readings in both the House and 
Senate. It also must be re-

Park site opposed 


The commission had  origi- 
nally seught to build the 600- 
pupil elementary facility right 
in the park, but this was op- 
posed by the Miller family, 
donor of much of the parkland.

Supposing fat, old 
men were selling winter carni- 
val buttons? Would they Sell as 

| fast? 

“J don’t think it’s right to ex- 
ploit these girls.

Mass Rebuttal Answers 


Councilman’s Criticism of Winter Carnival Queen Contest Stirs Vigorous Replies

The Pittsfield Winter Carnival 
button-selling contest ended offi- 
cially at 5 p.m. yesterday, but 
the commotion over the little 
yellow pins went on well into 

_ television’s prime-time hours

Nearly 200 present and former 
contestants, their parents, 
friends, representatives of the 
Women’s Liberation Movement, 
city councilmen and interested 
citizens filled all the chairs, 
lined the walls and overflowed 
into the corridors of. the City 
Council chamber. 


Mrs. Murphy Rebutted 


Some 100 person’ were seated, 
another 70 stood around the 
yoom and numerous others were 
forced to stand tip-toe in the 
corridor to catch the proceed- 
ings as speaker after speaker 
indignantly rebutted the attack 
on the  button-selling | contest 
launched ‘by Councilman Mary 
L. Murphy at-a women’s libera- 
tion meeting Monday night. 

Mrs. Murphy accused the win- 
ter carnival organization of ‘“‘ex- 
ploiting” the girls in comments 
fat the end of the liberation 
group’s regular meeting Mon- 

day. “I think it’s wrong to use 
sex or age to sell anything,” she 
‘said. 

Funds for the winter carnival 
activities are raised by girls 
selling the buttons.

poise contest. 


Vehement Denials 


Mrs. Murphy referred to the 
campaign as‘a form of “prosti- 
tution,’’ a charge that was vehe- 
mently denied by every parent, 
contestant and politician who 
rose to the podium. 

Her choice of words was “‘de- 
plored,” “‘abhorred”’ and judged 
“crass,” “vulgar” and “harsh.” 
Mrs. Murphy said she would ap- 
preciate the chance to *reconsid- 


‘‘simmick pin’’ and she said the 
selling should be done by mem- 
bers of both sexes. 


Although numerous members

Nothing wrong with that, 
but just for what it’s worth, I no- 
tice that men bowlers seem to be 
better customers than women 
bowlers. 

What is the Winter Carnival any- 
way? What does it do for the 
city so important that $7,500 plus 
is required to keep it going? The 
Winter Carnival does much the 
same thing for sports - equipment 
stores that white sales do for 
England’s — it helps them over- 
come the post-Christmas slump. 

A ski contestant needs new ski 
equipment. A skater needs new 
skating equipment. And all need 
some of that expensive winter 
clothing. 

(VIL bet there are 16 fathers 
around about to discover how ex- 
pensive it is to have a button sell- 
er in the family.) 

I suggest that the Carnival be 
sponsored by those who profit 
from it — the ski resorts and the 
sellers of sports equipment — as 
carnivals are financed in other 
areas. This would be better than 
having little girls go in and out of 
bars. 

Also, that the occasion be taken 
to pay our respects to an out- 
standing: young person (male or 
female) in the community, per- 
haps chosen by the City Council, 
an outstanding member of the Ski 
Patrol, or perlfaps a superior 
high-school student, or even a re- 
turned Vietnam veteran.

| to placing girls in a competitive

sis on superficial values, at the 
same time reinforcing those val- 
ues for the contestants. 

_ Secondly, it uses the contest- 
ants to raise money which, she 
says, ideally should be paid 
through taxes because the win- 


- ter carnival is a worthy event. 


And finally, Mrs. Murphy con- 
tends it exploits the poor, unem- 
ployed and elderly by “embar- 
rassing” them into buying but- 
tons — often more than one 
apiece — when they really can’t 
spare the quarters. 

Mrs.: Patricia Sanginetti, for- 
mer queen and head of the 
queen contest for the past two 
years, today predicted the City 
Council will soundly defeat the

She says a 71-year-old woman 
living on $120 a month—$85 of it 
going for rent—told her she was 
publicly embarassed into buying 
buttons three times by ‘‘snippets 
whose bubble-gum allowance is 
more than my grocery allow: 
ance.”

City Councilwoman Mary 
Murphy took her stand, took it 
quite alone, and suffered ‘the 
ridicule and hostility women al- 
ways suffer when they dare sug- 
gest that women should not be 
treated as pretty young things. 
Her stand against America’s 
youth and beauty bias and for 
humanism was a_ courageous 
one and I greatly admire her 
for it. 

The fact that some of her 
most vicious attackers were 
women only illustrates the fact 
that some of the worst Ssexists 
are women. We absorb tthe dom- 
inant myths too, and feel threat- 


ened when they are challenged.: 


When one of the beauty contest- 
ants. can say to Mrs. Murphy, 
“Whoever the prettiest girl is, is 
going to sell the most buttons.

What do you think a woman is, 
what do you think a woman’s 
for?” it shows how low our 
self-images are. 

A woman is not for selling 
buttons, or anything else, 
through the display of her face 
and her body.

Someday, 
that poor beauty contestant is 
going te be old and ugly and if 
she keeps her present value sys- 
tem, she will be worth absolute- 
ly nothing. _ She will be obsolete 
in a culture that worships youth 
and beauty and ignores the 
qualities that really determine 
human worth, She may well find 
that being a pretty decoration 
doesn’t give much meaning to 

her life. 

Men judge themselves on 
their accomplishments and on 
the amount of power they wield, 
not on their looks, Ugly men 
can get pretty girls as rewards 
if they’re powerful and so we 
see old senators and judges 
marying pretty, young ex-beauty

the spoils, not only of war, but 
of peacetime power games too. 
“Spoils” are things, not people. 
And it was against this system 
which ‘urns human beings into 
objects that Mrs. Murphy spoke 
out.

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Tracey Goodrich Is Skimeister; 


Taconic Interscholastic Vietor

Led by Tracey Goodrich, who 
won both the slalom and giant 
slalom at Jiminy Peak on Fri- 
day and placed 14th in the 
cross-country and llth in, the 
jumping Saturday at the Pitts- 
field State Forest, Coach Ronnie 
Estes’ Taconic High ski team 
won its. second consecutive 
Berkshire Interscholastic title 
Saturday. 

Goodrich earned 395.27 points 
of a possible 400 and was award- 
ed the skimeister title. 

Taconic earned 368.62 team 
points; Hotchkiss was second 
with 360.50 and Pittsfield High, 
which until last year had won 
the title 10 years ina row, was 
third with 351.46. Mt. Greylock, 
which had been giving Taconic 
a run for its money all season 
in country meets was fourth 
with 350.12. Wahconah was fifth 
with 340.35. 

Mt. ‘Greylock’s chances for 
the title were seriously affected 
by the loss of Tim Tague who 
to kimeister honors last year 
by virtue of his stellar perform- 
ances in the Nordic events and 
who had won nearly every 
cross-country competition in the 
area the past couple of years. 
Tague was suspended from the 
team. during the interscholastics 
for ‘‘a serious infraction of 
school rules,’’ according to 
Coach John Lane. Lane declined 
to. say what the infraction was. 


Laurie Monico Outstanding 


For the first time, a trophy 
was given the outstanding girl 
skier. The award went to Laurie 
Monico of Wahconah Regional, 
who earned 290.67 points out of 
a possible 300 with win in both 
the slalom and giant slalom and 
a third in cross-country. Mary 
Ellen Treadway of Mt. Greylock 
won the girls’ cross-country 
event. Louisa Beineche, also of 
Mt. Greylock, was second. Their 
times in order were 18.47, 20.02 
and 20.43 minutes. 

The Mt. Greylock girls fin- 
ished first in team standings 
with 263.412 points. Wahconah 
was ‘second with 220.600; Monu- 
ment Mountain third, 166.194, 
and Lenox High fourth, 142.152. 
The Taconic High girls who had 
been practicing all season and 
eompeting in the weekly Berk- 
shire school meets were told by 
Taconic officials at 1 p.m. on 
Thutsday that they wouldn’t be 
allowed to compete in the Inter- 
scholastics; that they were 
merely a “club” and not a 
team.

Keith Anderson of Mt. Grey- 
lock won the \boy’s cross-country 
race, beating runner-up T.C. 
Dillon of Hotchkiss 13.97 min- 
utes to 14.33. Kim Cushman, 
also of Mt. Greylock was third 
in 14.42 and Terry Holland of 
Taconic fourth in 14.65. 


Most Spectacular 


Wahconah Regional won the 
jumping competition, the most 
spectacular event of the entire 
meet. Steve Hall and Pete Moni- 
co were one-two in that order. 
Steve jumped 66 and 70 feet and 
earned 118 points. Pete took 
117.1. 


Bitter cold and icy roads lead- 
ing to the State Forest kept the 
crowd down to about 200. Sever- 
al hundred usually appear for 
the closing event. Some cars 
were unable to negotiate the 
steep road leading to the jump. 
Many of the spectators had 
abandoned their vehicles and 
walked the remainder of the 
way. 

Tim Downey of PHS had the 
longest jump of the day, 71 feet. 
He was by far the most,excited 
and demonstrative competitor 
on the hill. Ya-hoo, yipee, hoo- 
ray,’ he shouted, laughed, 
waved both ski poles in wide 
circles over his head and 
jumped up and down, when he 
heard Park Department director 
Vin Hebert make the announce- 
ment from the judge stand. 


His parents, Chuck and Mary 
Downey, and his brother, Mike, 
were nearly as jubilant. “He 
has only been jumping a week,” 
they. said in unison. The Dow- 
neys also gave credit to PHS 
coach John Unwin, a former 
PHS Nordic star, who took over 
the coaching job after Christ- 
mas when Frank Moxon re- 
signed. 

Tim finished ninth in the 
standings. His lack of experi- 
ence showed in his style, an im- 
portant consideration in compil- 
ing points. 

Dave Barris of Taconic was 
the first man off the hill to 
jump 70 feet: He was cheered 
effusively by his teammates and 
congratulated by coach Estes. 
Jumping points were needed if 
Taconic was to earn its second 


Interscholastic title. Barris 
placed fourth and earned 114.8 
points. 

Wahconah student Dick Pado 
played an important, behind-the- 
scenes role in the competition. 
He wrote the program for the 
Berkshire Community College 
computer to score the meet, and 
worked ;all day Friday in Mr. 
and Mrs. George Maynard’s cel- 
lar at Jiminy and in a secluded 
office at the State Forest with‘a 
group of Winter Sports Commit- 
tee volunteers to compute the 
results. Former Wahconah . ski 
coach Matt Collins also worked 
both days assisting with the 
competition. 

Fifteen schools participated in 
the event and more than 100 
skiers. 

With Laurie taking the out- 
standing girl title and a win in 
the jumping, Wahconah had 
cause to celebrate and did, fol- 
lowing the closing ceremonies in 
the State Forest lodge. 


The. team was presented a 
huge cake with a skier coming 
down a hill and ‘Good Luck 
Wahconah Skiers’’ inscribed on 
it. The cake was created by 
Mrs. Edward McDermott - of 
Pittsfield, aunt of Maureen Has- 
sett, Wahconah girls’ team 
coach. The cake was cut with 


due ceremony and much cheer- 
ing.

Listen and learn 
To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


It is amazing that Mary Mur- 
phy’s off-the-cuff remarks ex- 
pressing the obvious should create 
such a fuss and that in spite of 
seven days of explanation by 
those who understood the re- 


Ms. Murphy is not suggesting that 
whores and beauty queens are sis- 
ters generically, but rather dis- 
tant cousins. What they have in 
common is that both are exploited 
by a cultural value on physical 
beauty. 

This value evolved from a con- 
fusion between physical beauty 
and the ability to give love both 
physically and emotionally. This 
distortion is emotionally crippling 
to “ugly” people and “pretty” 
people (and to men every mt as 
much as women). 

Perhaps we should read Atistes 
phanes’ “Lysistrata,’”’ rather than 
waste hours quibbling over one 
unfortunate metaphor. The women 
involved are not out to hurt any- 
one, certainly not other women. 
They have a lot to say, and it 
might serve us better to listen 
rather than fill the air and The 
Eagle with noisy responses.

Mayor Butler today issued a 
scathing denunciation of Coun- 
cilwoman Mary L. Murphy and 
her opposition to the city’s Win- 
ter Carnival queen contest. 

“Tt?s about time that the 
mothers and young ladies in this 
city put Mary Murphy in her 
place,” Butler told reporters. 

“It’s enough that Mary has 
made a laughing stock of city 
government with her way-out 
antics, but when she starts pick- 
ing on the young people of the 
community she’s. gone way be- 
yond her bounds,”’ the mayor 
said. 

Against cancellation 


He categorized the queen con- 
test as the city’s “most digni- 
fied undertaking” over_the. past 
27 years and said the Pittsfield 
Winter Sports Ccmmittee would 
be making a “‘big mistake’ if 
they canceled it. — 

Raymond A. Hospot, chair- 

man of that committee, an- 
/ nounced this morning that the 
executive committee “is think- 
ing seriously” of not holding the 
contest this year to protect the 
contestants from the ‘‘ridicule 
of a small segment of the com- 
munity.” 

He said this alternative was 


being considered ‘‘because of 


Mr. Andrew Josephs’ applica 
tion.” 

Josephs, a Taconic High 
School senior, is trying to enter 
the contest as an equal-rights 
gesture. Queen contest chair- 
man Patricia Sanginetti has 
said his application won’t be ac- 
cepted. 


Complaint filed 


In response, Mrs. Murphy has 
filed a complaint charging dis- 
crimination by sex with the 
state Commission Against Dis- 
crimination. An official of that 
organization has said she 
doesn’t believe the state anti- 
bias Yaws would cover a queen 
contest, The laws deal with edu- 
cation, housing and jobs. 

Mrs. Murphy last year by a 
10-1 vote lost a City Council 
move to modify the contest into

and her denunciations of alleged 
exploitation of young women by 
the contest created a _ furor 
among contest supporters last 
year. 

Hospot said that dropping the 
queen contest — one of the win- 
ter canrival’s two fund raising 
events — could curtail activities 
of the 17-event winter carnival. 

Another effect he said, would 
be a reduction in the city’s abili- 
ty to send young skiers and 
skaters to regional and national 
competitions. 

Last year the committee spent 
about $1,100 to send 10 skiers 
and 1 skater to such events. It 
also contributed $400 to the 
Park Departments learn-to-ski 
program and $300 to the Depart- 
ment’s Speed Skating Club. 

Through the sale of winter, 
carnival buttons last year, the 
quen contestants raised © $7,499. 
Mrs. Sanginetti said 55 per cent 
of the money went to the queen 
contest and coronation ball and 
45-per cent to the carnival.

Charges threat 


On Bob Burke’s Two Night 
show on cable TV here last 
night, an 8th grader who is cir- 
culating petitions supporting Jo- 
sephs, said that Councilman 
Henry V. Marchisio had tried to 
rip up the petition and had 
threatened him. 

Donald Smith, 14, of 92 Second 
St., who has had three sisters 
who were queen contestants, 
said that he had approached 
Marchisio with the petition at 
the Highland Hall on election 
night. ~ 

He said Marchisio signed it 
without giving him a chance to 
explain what it was about. Then 
when a man with him—Council 
President John F. Fraser—told 
Marchisio what the petition was 
for, Marchisio tried to rip it up,

The 8th grader also charged 
that Marchisio told him ‘“‘he’d 
lay me out” if he ever tried any- 
thing like that again.

Marchisio 
apologized to her, he said, but 
refused to apologize to him.

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A queen by any name

We live in a world of inequality because that’s the 


* kind of world that exists. 


There is no evidence to encourage anyone to think 
that it will not always be that way. Men and women 
are not equal. There are differences that manifest 
themselves both physically and emotionally, a truism 
that will not be seriously attacked by even the most 
avid liberationists. The important thing to remember 
about this arrangement, that appears to be sanc- 
tioned by Mother Nature, is that there are many 
males and presumably females who are in complete 
accord and would not like to see it any other way. 


It can be argued that there are fringe areas be- 
tween the two worlds of male and female where ei- 
ther are legitimate areas of reform in this fringe area 
and that both male and female should be allowed to 
penetrate the adjoining worlds to whatever depths he 
or she is capable of reaching. Beyond that, when 


someone wishes to intrude upon another domain sole- 


ly for the purpose of proving a point or to grasp the 
limelight for a short duration to feed a personal ego, 
that person is perpetrating an injustice upon the 
majority who are striving to accomplish rather than 
destroy within a chosen framework. 

In the City of Pittsfield we seem to be blessed with 
a number of people who want to prove that the major- 
ity must conform to the ideas of the minority if jus- 
tice is to be served. Of course the idea is absurd, but 
it doesn’t appear to stop the self-enlightened few 
from trying to impose their highly structured, un- 
bending viewpoint upon the total populace while 
shouting for release from their bonds. They have no 
legitimate reason to expect success when they contin- 
ually seek out the best that the community has to of- 
fer for their sacrificial lamb. 

The target again this year is the Winter Carnival 
Queen contest. Last year the Winter Sports Commit- 
tee was accused of exploiting young ladies and the 
tomparisons that were made to illustrate the point 
were in extremely bad taste. This year the answer 
that the critics seem to have come up with is that it is 
iow.all right to exploit young ladies as long as you 
also exploit young men in the process.

For more than a quarter of a century, Pittsfield has 
had a Winter Sports Committee. The members of the 
committee are all volunteers and there are 30 to 50 
active, hard-working people who struggle with the 
problems associated with putting together the neces- 
sary mechanics to organize and carry out the many 
planned activities that make up the winter carnival. 
These activities include a winter sports equipment 
sale, sports car ice trials on Pontoosuc Lake, a fami- 
ly skating party, a city skating meet, ski meets,

speed skating championships, an annual ice fishing 
derby and many more. The Winter Carnival Queen 
Contest is just one in a series of events. It is not 
unique when compared with the rest of the Winter 
Carnival schedule. There are other events that pit 
male against male and female against female. There 
are contests that are segregated by both sex and age 
groups. We don’t see six-year-old girls competing in _ 
speedskating championships with 21-year-old men. 


What is different about a queen contest? The initial 
decision to have a queen contest is certainly not dis- 
criminatory in itself. To become eligible a contestant 
must sell a minium amount of buttons. This may be 
considered an entrance fee such as many of the other 
competitions require. Once a contestant becomes eli- 
gible by selling the required number of buttons, the 
competition then begins. The rules that govern the 
contest require that an eligible contestant be judged 
for such things as personality, appearance and 
knowledge of Winter Carnival activities. These are 
reasonable and logical things to look for in a carnival 
queen. If a ruling were made that boys are indeed 
eligible to participate then they would be eligible to’ 
compete in the judging on the same basis as the girls. 
Whether this would be a blow struck for Women’s lib- 
eration or for Gay liberation is questionable however. 
There is considerable doublt in many minds that 
Pittsfield is ready for a Queen Andrew. 

Laws pertaining to discrimination by age or sex 
were not meant to be used as promiscuously as they 


.. are being interpreted in the case of the Winter Car- 


nival Queen contest. If the proponents of liberation 
for the young man are serious in their intent then a 
more formidable target can surely chosen: If they 
are truly concerned about discrimination then attack- 
ing feminine activities, though it may be the easiest 
-course, is certainly not the most practical. One might 
suggest that they look elsewhere, such as to the insur- 
ance industry where discrimination abounds in both 
categories, sex and age, in spite of civil rights laws to 
the contrary. 


The young man carries a larger burden on automo- 


bile insurance because of his age and in addition, he 
also carries a larger burden than his female counter- 
part in the same age bracket. 

As long as the pot has been again put toa boil and I 


have now done my share of stirring, let me urge all of 


you sport and girl enthusiasts to cast your vote in 
favor of the queen contest by purchasing twice as 


many buttons as you normally would. Let’s make it a 


vote of confidence for the dedicated Winter Carnival

Letéers to the Editor 
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Queen contest: a summing up 


To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 


As the Winter Carnival queen 
controversy raged on these pages 
last winter and again this fall, I 
made no attempt to correct erro- 
neous statements or to defend 
myself, despite some painful jabs. 
But I would like to make clear 
some matters, once and forever. 

Ribello “Butch” Sciarra para- 
phrased the sentiments of many, 
in a statement to the Winter 
Sports Committee last Thursday: 
“T know if I get a trophy, I don’t 
want my hand shaken, I want to 
kiss some babe.” The investment 
of 25 cents apparently led some 
men to believe that they were en- 
titled to more than a button. I 
witnessed two such incidents, four 
days apart, prior to a statement I 
made during an open discussion 
period of a closed Women’s Liber- 
ation meeting last winter. What I 
actually said was, “I am violently 
opposed to the Winter Carnival 
queen contest. They may as well 
open a brothel.” That’s all; no 
more, no less. The kind of inci- 
dents I witnessed will need no fur: 
ther clarification, as others wit 
nessed similar incidents. The 
most disturbing aspect of the con- 
test is that so many condone using 

heii and kisses to sell buttons. . 


After The Eagle sensationalized 
the statement made at the meet- 
ing, an area businessman told me 
that one of the contestants, in a 
group of 12 men and one woman, 
had said that her life had been 
threatened if she didn’t stop sell- 
ing buttons. I called Chairman 
Ray Hospot at least twice and 
told him that I would make the 
incident public if he didn’t take 
steps to protect these young 
women from such indignities. I 
felt that he had a double interest, 
as he was not only the chairman 
of the Winter Sports Committee, 
but at the time I made the last 
call, his son had benefited from 
the money these girls made, by a 
trip to the speed-skating competi- 
tions. Mr. Hospot and his commit- 
tee are only lately concerned for 
the ‘possible embarrassment to 
the girls.” 

Despite popular belief, I had 
never discussed with anyone the 
possibility of a male entering this 
year’s contest. On a Thursday, at 
4 p.m., Andy Josephs’ guardian 
called me and told me that after 
long discussions and careful con- 
siderations, Andy would make ap- 
plication to enter the contest as a 
youth representative. The an- 
nouncement was made the follow- 


ing day. Donald Smith called me 
about petitions, but until we ap- 
peared on Channel 2 together, I ; 
had never met the 14-year-old 9th 
grader [a Josephs backer]. : 

I have heard many junior high 
schoolers, including my own 
daughter, express a desire to sell 
buttons, simply to continue the 
Winter Carnival. Their desire to 
see more of the money go to ex- 
panding carnival events would cut 
down on that bundle spent for 
prizes for contestants! The poor 
people who buy a button, thinking 
ii’s “for the kids,” can’t afford 
such elegant gifts for their own 
children, 

Thanks to Richard K. Weil’s re- 
porting, Mrs. Patricia Sanginetti 
is at last’ a chairwoman fof the 
queen contest]. While women are 
constantly being: put down for not 
having organizational ability, she 
has successfully organized city- 
wide contests..I cannot help. but 
wonder why the mayor hasn’t ap- 
pointed this woman to an official 
position, where her talents would 
serve the city in a greater capaci- 
ty.

Some 35 people attended last 
night’s Winter Sports Committee 
meeting in Springside House. 
Despite Josephs’ attendance. — 
he is now a member of the com- 
mittee — and despite the heated 
feelings generated on this issue 
over the past year, there was 
little acrimony last night. 

Raymond Hospot, Winter 
Sports chairman, told the mem- 
bership that the executive com- 
mittee had considered a recom- 
mendation to cancel this year’s 
contest to ‘‘save possible embar- 
rassment to the girls.” 

Mrs. Edward Bertoldi of 261 
Linden St. presented .Hospot 
with petitions signed, she said, 
by 775 people requesting contin-

Ruth League was founded in 
1951’ by Colin Keegan, who 
served the first two years of its 
existence as president.

They were 
Les Balmer, former Piittsfield 
High and Syracuse University 
football player, and Tom Connol- 
ly, now president of the Urban 
Coalition. 

That brings us to the present 
leader, Louis ‘Bomber’?

Swimming has been banned at 
Onota Lake because of high 
bacteria counts. 

It is the first time in memory 
that Onota, which serves as an 
emergency water supply for the 
city, has been put off limits to 
swimmers because of confami- 
nation. 


City Public Health 
Commissioner Harold Stein an- 


} nounced the action yesterday 


afternoon. He believes sewage 
from an untraced source. is pol- 
luting the lake. 

“His shutdown order followed 
the closing of an unguarded por- 
tion of the public beach at Bur- 
bank Park Wednesday. 


Precautionary 


Dr. Stein said it had originally 
been believed the contamination 
was limited to that area. Subse- 
quent tests, however, showed 
that the whole lake should be 
subjected to the swimming ban 
as a precautionary move. 

People who have been swim- 
ming in the lake, he said, 
should not be alarmed, because 
the bacteria level is not at the 
danger point. 

The count. varies, Stein ex- 
plained, but runs as high as 4,- 
000 coliform. Coliform is the

bacteria found in _ intestinal 
tracts. The permissible level 
for swimming is 1,000. The com- 
missioner said a safety margin 
is built in. 

So far, the only section of the 
lake where tests show the water 
is ‘all right” is the guarded 
portion of Burbank Park beach, 
according to the doctor. 


West side warned 


Tests have not been taken on 
the west shore of ‘the lake yet, 
but Dr. Stein is advising camp 
operators and cottage owners to 
discontinue swimming. 

Originally, the source of pollu- 
tion was thought to be a storm 
drain coming through the swam- 
py area on the east bank at the 
park and was considered a lo- 
ealized problem. 

Stein now believes it is a sew- 
age problem and says the 
state Health Department will 
join in trying to locate the 
source.

Onota was tapped’ as a-water 
supply during the drought of the 
early 1960s.

The swimming ban at Onota 
Lake was lifted at noon Satur- 
day after bacteria levels fell 
within accepted limits. 

Few swimmers took adyan- 
tage of the opening, after the 
two-day shut down of the entire 
lake and three days of no-swim- 
ming in one section. 

The tests that led to the ban 
put the coliform bacteria count 
up to 4,000 per milliliter of lake 
water. The state-set maximum 
for this type of bacteria found 
in intestinal tracts is 1,000 per 
milliliter. 


* Count drops 


But the latest tests — taken 
Friday — showed the coliform 
level had dropped to the 200 to 
500 range, the city Health De- 
partment said. 

Health Commissioner Harold 
Stein said there was strong ev- 
idence that the source of con- 
tamination was the swamp on 
the east bank of the lake at 
Burbank Park. 

Drainage from the swamp 
into the lake has been ended by 
unclogging a drain pipe to lower 
the swamp’s water level, The 
swamp will he treated with 
chlorine today to kill the coli- 
form bacteria in case it starts 
draining into the lake again.

Dr. Stein speculated that bac- 
teria from septic tank systems 
in cottages ‘on the city-owned 
Ramsey property had seeped 
into the swamp. 

In turn, the swamp was drain- 
ing into the lake because of an 
unusually high water level 
caused by heavy rains and a 
plugged drain, it was reported. 
Normally at this time of the 
year the swamp is virtually dry. 


City get cottages 


The cottages were last occu- 
pied a year ago, before their ac- 
quisition by the city as part of 
Burbank Park. Senior health 
inspector Louis A. Bolduc theo- 
rized that the coliform bacteria, 
after surviving the winter, “‘re- 
generated” this year. 


Dr. Stein said that once the 
contaminated water stopped 


flowing into the lake, the bacter- 


ia count in the lake dropped 

sharply because of ‘‘dilution.” 
High winds kept the lake 

water moving. While this spread 


the bacteria around, it also | 


spread it thin and let some flow 
into the Housatonic 
which flows from it. 

Despite the opening of the 
lake Saturday few swimmers 
used it this weekend, presumbly 
because of the concern about 
pollution. 

The Health Department nor- 
mally tests the water once a 
week but said it will step up the 


testing “‘to get a good picture.” 


No ‘tests were taken over the 
weekend, but more are sched- 
uled for today. 


Count levels 


Friday’s tests gave the follow- | 


ing coliform levels per millili- 
ter, according to the Health De- 
partment: 
The supervised portion of the 
public beach — 200 coliform. 
The nonsupervised portions of 
the public beach — 200 and 500. 
Thomas Island — 400. 
Bakers Island — 200.

| open, 14 were rainy, 34 were

~ clear. 


The department’s play- 
ground figures show that at- 
tendance dropped from last 
year’s total of 80,920 to 79,745, 
a 1.3 per cent decline. The 
playgrounds operated 44 days 
during the summer. 

Three concerts sponsored by 
the department were attended 
by 665 persons, 400 fewer than 
attended last year’s six con- 
certs. Special events were at- 
tended by 5,770 persons this 
summer, 680 fewer than last.

.turned out that we had been in 
the bar right across the street. 
We accused Stuffy of making 
the trip for personal reasons, 
anyway. It was a happy trip 
home in spite of the loss. 

Stuffy once helped the father 
players with a 
domestic problem. It seemed 
that the boy wasn’t eating his 
meals. Stuffy took the boy 
aside after he had struck out 
and said, “Listen, fella, you’ve 
been striking out an awful lot 
lately, what have you been eat- 
ing for breakfast?” The boy’s 
father reported to Stuffy, “The 
kid has started eating us out of 
house and home. Now, how

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about some help with the food 
bills?” 

Stuffy always wanted his 
teams to play ball together. He 
felt “they should be like one big 
family.” He never allowed the 
boys to criticize each other. He 
felt that was his job. Stuffy 
feels “There are no bad kids, A 
kid in trouble is a kid who isn’t 
getting the proper love and at. 
tention at home.” There are 
many people who feel that 
Stuffy provided these qualities 
to every boy who ever played 
under him. 

He remembers an instance in 
which he was coaching two of 
his grandsons. Bobby, the 
younger of the two, “had a 
nothing ball,” according to 
Stuffy, “but it was effective,” 
His other grandson, Billy, was 
playing third base. “There 
Were two men on with two outs 
when the batter lined one to- 
ward third, Billy made a great 
effort but couldn’t handle the 
ball. Two runs scored. When 
the boys came hack to the dug- 
out, Bobby slugged Billy right 
in the mouth. I got in between 
and asked Bobby what that wag 
all about. Bobby said, “Did you 
see what that fool did with that 
grounder?” There [ was, 
Grandpa, breaking up a slug. 
fest between two of my own. I 
didn’t know whether to laugh or 
cry.”’ 

Another story Stuffy told me 
Was about Willie Green, a for- 
mer outstanding athlete for 
PHS and the late Billy Mc- 
Keever, for whom the Billy 
McKeever Scholarship was 
named. It seems that the score 
Was tied, with one minute to go, 
when time out was called, “f 
told my boys to pass the ball, 
keep it in the air, don’t dribble 
— then take a shot with about 
10 seconds left. Well, Willie 
Green began down the floor 
dribbling. Billy McKeever stole 
the ball from him and scored 
the winning hoop. Afterwards, I

PITTSFIELD SOUTH has 
made the state Little League fi- 
nals three times in the last four 
years but can’t seem to win the 
big one. What’s the reason? 

Dick DiOrio, Taconic High

he has the answer. He says the

What’s the story there? Ac- 
cording to Dick, it all centers 
on that damnable No. 2 pitch, 
the curve ball, which has baf- 
fled and frustrated many aspir- 
ing players for years. 

He narrates, ‘Opposing pitch- 
ers threw big breaking curve 
balls with excellent control. The 
pitcher also had confidence to 
throw such a pitch whether it 
was a first delivery or whether 
the count was 3 and 2. The 
curve ball isn’t used in Pitts- 
field Little League, but apparent- 
ly is elsewhere in the state.” 

o—o 

IT LONG has been a question 
‘as to whether young boys should 
be permitted to throw a curve 
or, indeed, taught to throw one. 


__ We recall the case of Billy 


McMahon, a sensational young 
pitcher at Central Junior High 
‘in the 1940s. Billy could throw 
the ball with what Clem Farrell 
used to call ‘‘swift.” But his late 
father wouldn’t permit him to 
fool around with a curve ball 
until he was 16 years old. Then, 
pitching for St. Joseph’s High, 
he started to use a hook to go 
with his blinding fast ball, and 
he was practically unbeatable.

SOUTH’S DOWNFALL in the 
past three state tournaments 
has been attributable to its ina- 
bility to establish contact with 
the curve ball. 

According to DiOrio, Arling- 
| ton West’s pitcher, Bud Mac- 
chia, shut out. Pittsfield on a 
one-hitter.

The only intelligent answer is 
to import skilled Little League 
graduates to throw curves to 
the kids in batting practice 
prior to the state tournament. 

Boys in this city eventually 
get to throw curves as they 
move along into the Babe Ruth 
League or in high school and 
American Legion play.

AT THE TIME the South 
team went to the state tourna- 
ment, a. doctor reaped nation- 
wide publicity by advocating the 
abolition of pitchers from the 
Little League.

children. I explained the Parks - 


Department position that these 
are not just Little League dia- 
monds, they are also sandlot 
diamonds, which could be used 
during the daytime by girls, if 
they so desire. She was not sat- 
isfied. 


I took the position that in 
order to allow girls to try out 
for Little League. the national 
Little League charter would 
have to be broken in court. | 
further stated. ‘Didn't John 
Marchesi start a league for 
girls? He utilized four mem- 
bers of his own staff to run the 
program and the results 
seemed to have satisfied most 


throwing fastballs at girls? 


of the girls and their parents.” 
She still wasn’t satisfied. She 
felt that the girls were being 
segregated, and discrimination 
was running rampant. 


The rest of our conversation 
was a verbal exchange of the 
subject of Women’s Lib. We 
discoursed on many subjects. I 
wound up being, as usual, a 
male chauvinistic pig. I refused 
to budge from my position that 
girls don’t belong in contact 
sports with boys. I quote Teddy 
Hatin, a former contender for 
the City Council. He said, “If 
we start allowing girls to play 
with boys, then: it is going to 
spread to high school ball. Can 
you imagine a boy taking out a 
girl at second base to stop a 
double play, and then the same 
boy wanting to take out the 
same girl after the game?” .

In fairness to Mrs. Murphy, I 
found her to be a very sharp- 
minded fernale. Some of her 
arguments were valid. some 
weren't. But you have to give 
her credit for being an indus- 
trious worker for the liberation 
of females. 


But I remain in the same posi- 
tion in which I started, girls 
don’t belong in contact sports 
with boys. They will get hurt 
much more rapidly than the 
boys. It would be a futile experi- 
ment. The Parks Department 
has started a league. for girls. 
With the help of female volun- 
teers, who knows how far it 
could go. This is the way Little 
League began. I’m quite sure 
that the Parks Department will 
bend over backwards to help. 


Jf I haven’t satisfied the 
Women’s Libbers, then*I invite 


their response. If they know 
something that this male 
shauvinistic pig doesn’t know, 
then perhaps the general public 
should be informed. 


In the meantime, I still main- 


tain that the basic success of 
organized sports, for boys, was 
the result of many fine men 
offering their services. 
Shouldn’t women do the same 
for their girls, if they really 
want organized sports for 
girls? When the first female 
sent the first male out to hunt 
she set a pattern that has never 
been broken. The male ‘is still 
the hunter, and therefore the 
athlete. 

I stoically await the mail- 
storm, which may never come. 
But I invite it! Only this time, 
let’s keep the Parks Depart- 
ment out of it. After all, if 
something is going to be done 
about organized female sports, 
whom do you suppose will have 
to help organize and maintain 
it?
